SOUTH AUSTRALIAN BUILDING STATISTICS, 1951. 


The Statistical Department collects information in respect to 
ouilding operations from 2 sources. 


A, LOCAL GOVERNMENT PERMITS (see Bulletin No. 4) 


Since 1911, particulars have been collected from Cities, Corporations 
and District Councils of permits granted by them for the erection of 
1ouses and other buildings and also alterations and additions. These per- 
nits include Housing Trust operations but not purely Government buildings. 
-articulars of Government buildings authorized are obtained from the 
Jepartments concerned. Certain particulars for the last 3 years are shown 
in Bulletin No. 4 attached and some also are summarised as follows:- 


(ETROPOLITAN AREA - Number. Permits were granted during the year 1951 
1950 in parentheses) for 6,422 (6,549) private dwellings. The greatest 
umber recorded in earlier years was 3,543 in 1926. 

Included in the 6,422 (6,549) new dwellings were 87 (-) homes in 
4 (-) flats, 878 (553) homes in 439 (276) maisonettes &c- and 5,456 
5,995) ordinary dwellings. Other New Buildings totalled 318 (278). 
.lterations and Additions 9,785 (9,966). 34 (59) old houses were converted 
nto 70 (130) flats, resulting in an increase of 36 (71) homes - these 
ire not counted as new buildings, but as alterations. There were - (-) 
‘overnment dwellings authorised for the Metropolitan Area, 


VALUE. The estimated total value of permits and authorisations for 
ll new buildings and alterations was £16,372, 731 ($42,628,200). Values 
f New Private Dwellings were £10,973,286 (£9,587,167). Other New 
meidines £41,447, 715 (£745,094), Alterations, ete., 62,282,848 ($1,321,091), 
overnment Buildings £1,968,884 (£970,888).

In normal years, permits issued gave a reasonably accurate picture 
f building operations but with the shortage of materi*is and manpower it 
£S realised that some buildings were not commenced although permits had 
sen granted for them. Further, there was a much longer time in 
ompleting the buildings. 


From ist July, 1945, returns have been obtained from building 
mntractors and from home builders showing the number of buildings 
mpleted each quarter and the number still under construction. These 
ee not allocated to districts. In conformity with the practice throughout 
istralia, the particulars are shown in Bulletin No. 5 for years ended 
Jth June, (and also for the last 6 months). 


Although the details are published for financial years, it is of 
iterest to compare completions of houses during calendar years:- 1946

During the 6 years 1946 to 1951 permits were granted for 34,053 
uses of which only 25,306 were completed but there were fe O20 staat 
der construction. It would thus appear that approximately 1,700 houses 
r which permits had been granted had not been commenced but, of course, 
me of the later ones will be commenced during 1952. Some of the permits 
late to week-end shacks which are not included in particulars of 
uses actually built. 


The number of houses completed for 1951 is a record, being 6,944 
mpared with 6,041 in 1950; besides which the number still under 
nstruction is 7,020 compared with 5,912 in December, 1950.
